COMMONS STATEMENT. 


A Comprehensive Review. 


London, April 26. 

Mr. G. Locker Lampson, the Un- 
der -Seerctary for Forcign Affairs, 
gave n resume of the situation in 
China in reply to questions in 
Parliament, He said: 

“Military operations | between 
the Northern and Southern forces:

Meanwhile, a serious division 
has appeared in the Nationalist 
ranks. © General Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Nationalist) Commander-in- 
Chief, hys been dismissed from 
his post, and has repudiated ‘the 
authority of the extremist Hankow 
government, which ix under strony 
Communist influence. He has 
the support, of the more mqderate 
elements of the Kuomintang, some 
of whom have joined him at Nan- 
king, where he is reported to be 
settings up a government of his 
own. 

The Hankow authorities have 
heen ‘placed in serious financial 
diMiculties ‘by the defection of 
Chiang Kai-shek, by the cutting 
of their communications with 
Shanghai and Canton, and by the 
cessation of foreign business 
owing to disturbed conditions and 
the Inck. of seaurity either for life 
oy for property.

Chiang Kai-shek has not yet 
made any military move against 
Ilankow, but he. has taken action, 
aginst the extremists In the area 
ander his control, Anti-Communist 
raids shave heen carried out by:

NEW YORK-PARIS FLIGHT. | 


Newport News, April 26. 

Commander Noel Davis, who was 
preparing for a non-stop flight from 
New York to Paris, was killed while 
testing, giant biplane, the “Ameri- 
can Legion,” when he crashed near 
Messick,.in Virginia.
